EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  June  3,  1976  (based  on  reports  from  exporters 
during  the  week  ending  May  23,  1976,  unless  otherwise  noted. 

Wheat :  The  apparent  export  commitment  (cumulative  exports  plus  outstand¬ 

ing  sales)  for  1975/76  advanced  by  164,200  metric  tons  (MT) ,  bringing  this 
year’s  total  commitment  to  31.4  million  MT  compared  with  30.3  million  MT 
for  the  corresponding  period  a  year  ago.  The  largest  increases  in  commit¬ 
ments  were  to  the  European  Community  (EC),  67,700  MT;  India,  50,400  MT;  and 
Japan,  20,500  MT.  These  increases  were  somewhat  offset  by  a  decline  in 
commitments  to  unknown  destinations  totaling  38,800  MT. 

Commitments  of  wheat  products  increased  by  86,600  MT,  bringing  the  total 
commitment  for  the  year  to  595,500  MT.  New  sales  of  wheat  products  to 
Sri  Lanka  under  P.L.  480  accounted  for  almost  all  of  this  week’s 
increases. 

Outstanding  sales  of  wheat  for  shipment  during  the  year  beginning  July  1, 
1976,  advanced  by  351,000  MT.  New  sales  to  the  Republic  of  Korea  accounted 
for  almost  one-half  of  this  week's  increase.  Outstanding  sales  for  1976/77 
shipment  now  total  3.5  million  MT,  compared  with  4.6  million  MT  for  the 
same  period  a  year  ago. 

Feedgrains :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  feedgrains  in  1975/76  rose 
by  501,600  MT,  bringing  this  year's  total  commitment  to  43.0  million  MT. 
Corn  commitments  advanced  by  358,900  MT,  of  which  97,000  MT  were  increased 
commitments  to  the  USSR  (these  largely  reflect  transfers  from  optional 
origin  rather  than  new  purchases  by  USSR  authorities) .  Some  of  the  other 
significant  increases  in  com  commitments  were  to  the  EC,  165,900  MT,  and 
Portugal,  70,200  MT.  Total  commitments  to  the  EC  and  Portugal  now  stand 
at  8.1  million  MT  and  747,600  MT,  respectively.  These  increases  were  par¬ 
tially  offset  by  decreases  in  commitments  to  East  Germany  and  unknown 
destinations  totaling  113,300  MT.  Sorghum  commitments  increased  by 
129,500  MT,  almost  all  of  which  was  accounted  for  by  new  sales  to  Japan. 
Total  sorghum  commitments  to  Japan  now  stand  at  2.0  million  MT,  represent¬ 
ing  about  60  percent  of  total  sorghum  commitments. 

Rice :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  1975/76  increased  by  141,700  MT, 
bringing  the  total  to  1.6  million  MT.  New  sales  under  P.L.  480  to  India 
and  the  Republic  of  Korea  accounted  for  almost  90  percent  of  this  week's 
increase. 

Soybeans:  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  1975/76  increased  104,400 
MT,  primarily  reflecting  larger  commitments  to  the  EC,  Japan,  and  unknown 
destinations.  Exports  during  the  week  totaled  320,000  MT,  primarily  to 
the  EC  (171,900  MT) ,  Spain  (45,800  MT) ,  Japan  (39,400  MT) ,  and  Canada 
(26,800  MT) .  With  shipment  of  7,900  MT  during  the  week,  total 
cumulative  exports  to  the  Soviet  Union  have  now  risen  to  287,500  MT. 


Soybean  Oilcake  and  Meal:  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  1975/76 
increased  84,300  MT,  primarily  reflecting  larger  commitments  to  Poland, 
Japan,  West  Germany,  and  France.  The  commitment  to  Italy  declined 
14,500  MT.  Exports  during  the  week  totaled  67,700  MT,  primarily  to  West 
Germany  (18,200  MT) ,  France  (16,600  MT) ,  and  Japan  (12,400  MT) . 

Cotton:  U.S.  cotton  sales  set  a  new  record  for  the  season  as  the  net 
export  commitment  increased  242,000  manning  bales  (RB) ,  59,000  RB  for 
shipment  during  the  current  year  and  183,000  RB  for  shipment  in  1976/77. 
Canada  was  the  largest  buyer  for  shipment  this  season.  Hong  Kong,  Japan, 
and  the  Republic  of  Korea  were  the  largest  buyers  for  shipment  next 
season.  Prices  continued  to  strengthen  as  demand  continued  to  improve 
while  supplies  are  tight.

The  United  States  has  multi-year  trade  understandings  for  the  export  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities 
with  five  importing  countries — Japan,  Poland,  Israel,  Norway  and  Taiwan.  In  the  case  of  Japan,  Poland 
and  Israel  they  are  between  officials  of  the  U.S.  Government  and  officials  of  the  government  of  the 
importing  country.  With  Norway  the  understanding  is  between  U.S.  export  firms  and  officials  of  the 
Norwegian  Government;  with  Taiwan  between  U.S.  exporters  and  Taiwanese  importers  loined  by  the 
Government  of  the  Republic  of  China. 

The  US-USSR  grain  supply  agreement  and  the  understandings  with  these  countries  are  intended  to  give  U.S. 
farmers  a  better  assessment  of  the  import  needs  of  traditional  foreign  customers  and  therefore  help  U.S. 
production  to  meet  foreign  needs.  The  table  below  summarizes  terms  of  the  understandings  and  shows  the 
status  of  sales  and  exports  to  these  countries  as  of  May  16,  1976.  Comparable  data  in  regard  to  the 
USSR  are  shown  weekly  on  page  29.
